I. Because it is God’s will and choice. This is clearly set 
forth in 1 Thes. 4:3,4, “For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification . . . that every one of you should know 
how to possess his vessel in sanctification and honour.” 
Last, Eph. 1:4, “According as he hath chosen us in him 
before the foundation of the world, that we should be holy 

e t and without blame before him in love.” 

II. Because God commands it. “But as he which hath 
called you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of conver- 
sation; because it is written, Be ye holy; for I am holy,” 
1 Peter 1:15, 16. It is God’s law for one and all. What is 
your rating? 

III. Because Jesus prayed that we be holy, and died to 
make it possible. Read John 17:15, 20; Heb. 10:10: “I pray 
not that thou shouldest take them out of the world, but 
that thou shouldest keep them from the evil. Neither pray 
I for these alone, but for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word. By the which will we are sanc- 
tified through the offering of the body of Jesus Christ 

once for all.” If we accept this great provision, the Lord’s 
prayer is answered. 

IV. Because only holy people shall see God. This is not 
a theory of my own get up. Notice God’s Word: “Blessed 
are the pure in heart: for they shall see God,” Matt. 5:8. 
“Follow peace with all men, and holiness without which no 
man shall see the Lord,” Heb. 12:14. The Lord help us to 

h meet any and all requirements that we may see God in 
peace. 





SANCTIFICATION EXEMPLIFIED 


Sanctification is exemplified by our conversation. 
“Our conversation is in heaven,” Phil. 3:20. 

S . A traveler in China asked a native if he had ever read 
the gospel. “No,” was the answer, “but I have seen it. I 
have seen a man who was the terror of the neighborhood, 
with his curses and his violent temper. He was an opium 
smoker, a criminal, and as dangerous as a wild beast. But 
the religion of Jesus made him gentle and good, and he 
has left off opium. No, I have not read the gospel, but I 
have seen it, and it is good.” Gandhi, the great Indian 
leader, when speaking to Charles F. Andrews, an Ameri- 
can missionary, said, “The trouble with you Americans is 
that you start doing before being.” Mr. Wesley, in defin- 
ing holiness, speaks of it as “the habitual disposition of 
soul.” We do more good by what we are than by what we 
say or do. “I want to write a book,” said some person to 
Sir Walter Scott. “No,” Sir Walter replied, “be a book; 
that is greater.” 

Sanctification is exemplified by citizenship. 

Moffatt’s translation has it thus, “The colony of heaven.” 
Weymouth translates the text, “We are free citizens of 
heaven, and,” he continues, “we are looking for the com- 
ing from heaven of a Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Sanctified people properly represent the heavenly empire. 
Their manner of living reveals the fact that they are the 
“free citizens of heaven,” “colonies of heaven.” 
Sanctification is exemplified by witness. 

“Ye shall be witnesses unto me,” Acts 1:8. Witnesses are 
to tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth. This brings a serious responsibility on both min- 
istry and laity. The word “witness” from the Greek liter- 
ally means “martyrs.” This suggests the idea of sacrifice. 
Sanctification is exemplified by husbandry and building. 
. aa are God’s husbandry, ye are God’s building,” 1 Cor. 

The first expression refers to farming. Ye are God’s 
farms. If so, we should let Him work His farms, and raise 
a good crop of fruit, the fruit of the Spirit. The second 
expression refers to a building. Then we should let Him 
supervise as the great Master Builder; let Him clean, dec- 
orate, and dwell within, 
anctification is exemplified by a preservative. 

e “Ye are the salt of the earth,” Matt. 5:13. “Salt of the 
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earth, to preserve the world from putrefaction and des- 
truction.”—Clarke. 

“With all thy offerings thou shalt offer salt,” Lev. 2:13. 
“Salt,” says Dr. Clarke, “was the opposite to leaven, for it 
preserves from putrefaction and corruption, and signified 
purity and preserving fidelity that were necessary in the 
worship of God. Everything was seasoned with it, to sig- 
nify purity and perfection that should be extended 
through every part of the divine service and through the 
hearts and lives of God’s worshipers. It was called the salt 
of the covenant of God, because as salt is incorruptible 
so was the covenant made with Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, 
and the patriarchs, relative to the redemption of the world 
by the incarnation and death of Jesus Christ.” 

Salt has a wonderful buoyancy. The saints are lifters, 
supporters in time of need. They are to preserve the world 
from corruption. This they do by the purity of their lives. 
It was said of the early church that “great grace was up- 
on them all.” They had grace which could be seen. They 
saw the grace of God, and were glad. 

Sanctification is exemplified by radiance. 

“Ye are the light of the world,” Matt. 5:14. The phos, 
radiance, of the world we are. Christ is the great source 
as the Light of the world; His followers are the reflectors 
of that Light. However, if the reflectors are covered by 
carnal cobwebs, the eat Light is dimmed. We need 
cleansing, and we need to keep clean, if Christ, the Light 
of the world, would be seen. We are the light of the 
world only as He shines through our personalities 
and His life is manifested in our mortal bodies. We are, 
then, God’s advertisements. The question is, What kind of 
advertisements are we? 

Sanctification is exemplified by workmanship. 

The word “workmanship” is from the Greek poiema, 
poems; literally, “His poems we are” (Eph. 2:10). We are 
God’s sacred songs. The question is, What kind of songs 
are we, especially when things are dark, and the way 
seems hard? A similiar thought may be gleaned from the 
scripture, “That they may adorn the doctrine of God our 
Saviour in all things,” Titus 2:10. The idea is, I think, 
that we should make the doctrine beautiful by our lives, 
or as one has expressed it, We should put music to the 
words, and play. 

Sanctification is exemplified by epistles. 

“Ye are... the epistle of Christ .. . written not with 
ink, but with the Spirit of the living God; not in tables 
of stone, but in fleshy tables of the heart,” 2 Cor. 3:3. We 
are living epistles. The world reads us more than they 
do the living Word of God. Are we careful to give the 
world a clear reading? In order to do this, we shall have 
to avoid blots, omissions, and such like. Let us, by His 
grace, make the reading clear. 

Sanctification is exemplified by fragrance. 

“A sweet savor of Christ,” 2 Cor. 2:15. “A fragrance of 
Christ” (Weymouth); literally, “Of Christ a sweet per- 
fume we are to God.” An ungodly man said of a sainted 
bishop, “I am afraid that if I had stayed another day in 
his presence, I would have had to become a Christian; 
his spirit was so pure, so attractive, and so beautiful.” A 
poor down-and-out met a man in whose face he saw hope. 
“O man,” he exclaimed, “with heaven in your face, won’t 
you help me?” The man thus addressed was a great, ben- 
evolent character, and he did help the poor fellow. A 
sweet perfume of this kind is what this old world needs, 
and it is God’s will concerning His saints. The Lord help 
us. It is God’s plan to convince the world through His 
people: “And the heathen shall know that I am the Lord, 
saith the Lord God, when I shall be sanctified in you be- 
fore their eyes,” Ezek. 36:23.

Dear Friends: 

After a 6 months’ furlough in the 
States for the Walkers and a 2 months’ 
visit for Odine, we are all back at 
our post of duty in Haiti and are 
happy to greet you again. 

Since our return, we have had some 
interesting experiences. One trip was 
to a small church at St. Marc, about 
50 miles north of Port-au-Prince. 
Leaving home early in the afternoon, 
we took a lunch to eat en route. It 
was beginning to get dark when we 
stopped to refresh ourselves a little. 
There was a boy leading a donkey 
down the road, but as we climbed down 
from the jeep, he began running as 
hard as he could, leaving his donkey 
behind, and crying, “Lou-guy-ro,” at 
the top of his voice. We could not 
imagine what was wrong, but Broth- 
er Lacombe, the district pastor, who 
was with us, explained. There have 
been many rumors recently of “lou- 
guy-ros” going around in cars and 
picking people up. “Lou-guy-ros” are 
supposed to be people who have given 
themselves over to the power of the 
devil. ‘They are supposed to be able 
to fly; they have a bright light 
around them, and at times have fire 
coming from their mouths; and they 
are supposed to eat people. We were 
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very sorry to have frightened the 
poor boy so badly, and wished that 
he could have known that the power 
of the God we are serving is able to 
keep one even among the strongest 
of the powers of Satan. 

Afterwards, we heard of a Chris- 
tian man being picked up by “lou- 
guy-ros,” but after their trying un- 
successfully for hours to harm him, 
they brought him back to his home. 

While in the States, we were asked 
if we had heard the Haitian people 
speaking in tongues in the English 
language. We have never heard this, 
but Brother Lacombe told us of a girl 
in the Port-au-Prince Church who re- 
cently spoke English for hours under 
the anointing of the Holy Ghost. He 
says that she is an uneducated girl 
and knows no English. The Holy 
Ghost spoke through her of the soon 
coming of the Lord. Sunday night a 
week ago, we did hear a woman 
speaking Spanish under the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, and this mes- 
sage, too, was of the soon coming of 
the Lord. 

In one of our country churches we 
heard the testimonies of two convert- 
ed witch doctors. We are asking 
Brother Lacombe to get these testi- 
monies and translate them into Eng- 
lish so that we can give them to you. 
It is wonderful that the love of God 


— so marvelously transformed these 
ves. 

Our annual conventions begin this 
week end, and we should appreciate 
your prayers that these conventions 
will be a great inspiration to the peo- 
ple of Haiti. We shall be able to give 
you a report on them in our next 
letter. 

Please continue to pray for us, and 
may the Lord bless you.

Physics 

Do you know what makes a refrig- 
erator freeze, an airplane fly, or an 
electric motor run? Have you heard 
about the laws of motion? Are you 
acquainted with the principles of 
atomic energy? Do you know that .. .? 
These are the kinds of things we study 
about in physics. 

It is not our purpose to make scien- 
tists of our students in the sense that 
Newton and Einstein are scientists, 
but we do desire to develop in them 
at least one attribute of a scientist— 
an inquiring mind. We also seek to 
make them acquainted with the basic 
principles, in a general but not too 
technical way, which govern the phy- 
sical world in its functions. 


Such knowledge, we believe, will 
serve to enrich the student’s under- 
standing of and enliven his interest 
in God’s great universe. We believe, 
further, that such a¥-<« will in- 
spire a greater faith in for, con- 
trary to much popular opinion, many 
of the world’s greatest scientists are 
not atheists, but devout believers. 


Astronomy 
“The heavens declare the glory of 


-God; and the firmament showeth his 


handiwork.” The Astronomy Class of 
Lee College has developed a great in- 
terest in this “handiwork” of God. 
Recently, the class took a trip to 
Chattanooga, where they visited the 
Jones Observatory. There they ob- 
served the moon and Jupiter with 
four of its satellites through the 20.5- 
inch telescope. Dr. Hujar, director of 
the observatory, told of the impor- 
tance of astronomy from a religious 


standpoint: “When I consider thy 
heavens . . .what is man, that thou 
art mindful of him?” 

Biology 


“Man is certainly stark mad: he 
cannot make a worm, and yet he will 
be making gods by the dozens.”— 
Montaigne. The Biology classes at Lee 
College are many times made to think 
of this quotation as they study the 
handiwork of God in the things that 
only a master mind could plan. 

Biology is the study of life. As one 
sees the perfectness of each organism 
and the imperfectness of anything 
that man can make it is far easier to 
allow God to — one’s path of life. 

Man has spent millions unsuccess- 
fully trying find the secret which 
the Creator has used to supply His 
creation with food from the begin- 
ning. After a day’s work with a com- 
pound microscope and a fine slice of 
a leaf we find that each leaf has cer- 
tain cells to carry water, others for 
transporting food, and many filled 
with green bodies into which carbon- 
dioxide and water enter and are 
changed into sugar. Only God could 
create such a structure. 

This semester, emphasis is boing 
placed upon man’s place in the worl 
and the problems of environment, di- 
sease, and conservation, which face 
him today. These are things of which 
every minister, Christian worker, or 
lay member must have a basic knowl- 
edge, if he is going to be a leader. 

Would the world conditions be the 
same today if the Church of God had 
trained men as leaders of science, 
teachers, or any of the many other 
professions in which man helps to 
mold the lives of those whom he 
works? Young people, God has a need 
for people who have courage to be 
Christians in the scientific world.

We need to examine ourselves to 
see that we are planted firmly and 
steadfastly in our experience with God.

Let us examine our consecration. 
Rom. 12:1, “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sac- 
rifice holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service.” God wants 
those who are entirely consecrated to 
Him. Are we and all we have dedicated 
to Him? Is each member of our body 
yielded to Him?

The devil deceives many with a 
pretty look. Everything that looks ap- 
pealing is not of God. The glitter and 
glamor of this sinful world is going 
to pass away some day; then where 
will you stand? If we allow our eyes 
to become filled with the vain things 
of this world, the spiritual vision will 
be dimmed. Luke 11:34, “The light of 
the body is the eye: therefore when 
thine eye is single, thy whole body 
also is full of light; but when thine 
eye is evil, thy body also is full of 
darkness.” Let us always look up above 
the natural things to Christ. 

We need ears consecrated to God. 
Prov. 18:15, “. . . the ear of the wise 
seeketh knowledge.” We, should live 
close to God to be able to hear His 
voice. The closer we are to Him, the 
better we can understand His plan for 
our lives. If we allow our ears to hear 
the vain, sinful things the devil has 
in stock, they will be clogged until we 
shall fail to hear God’s message. On 
one occasion, Jesus said to His disci- 
ples, “Blessed are your ears for they 
hear.” The worldly minded person does 
not hear the voice of God; but we, as 
His children, have the assurance of 
hearing His message so we can carry 
out His commands. 

We need consecrated feet that walk 
for God. Psalm 119:105, “Thy word 
is a lamp unto my feet, and a light 
unto my path.” There are many paths 
in the world that present themselves 
to us. Some of the paths look very 
straight; but, unless it is the path laid 
out in God’s Word for us, we had 
better keep our feet off. The Christian 
way is a straight and narrow way, 
and our feet will have to be guarded 
carefully lest they stray. Jesus said, 
“IT am the way, the truth and the life,” 
so let us walk after Him. We cannot 


follow people, for many times from ap- 
pearances a person seems all right, 
but unless he has been cleansed by the 
blood, he is walking in the wrong di- 
rection. Enoch walked with God where 
there was communion and fellowship. 
Surely, it is the privilege of every be- 
liever to enjoy blessed fellowship with 
God by walking with Him. 

Let us examine our conduct. If the 
members of our body are consecrated 
to God, our conduct will be such as 
becometh godliness. Paul said, in 1 Cor. 
11:1, “Be ye followers of me, even as 
I also am of Christ.” Can we say these 
words to the other person? Are we 
setting the right example? Paul told 
young Timothy to be an example to 
the believers. If we fail to live the life 
ourselves, we shall not be able to per- 
suade others to do so. If you don’t like 
a product yourself, you certainly won’t 
do much good trying to sell it to some 
one else. 

What about our social life? Do we 
lift Jesus up among our friends? When 
we are among people of the world, do 
we .let our lights shine? The story is 
told of a man who went far off from 
home to try out a new job. Shortly 
after, he became discouraged and came 
home. Soon a second man went to 
try the same job and got along well. 
The first man asked the second, “How 
do you get along so well? When I was 
on that job, every time I would pray 
they would curse me and at times 
throw things at me.” The second man 
said, “Why, I didn’t even tell them I 
was a Christian.” I am persuaded to 
believe he wasn’t a Christian. Jesus 
said that if we are ashamed of Him in 
this sinful and adulterous generation, 
He will be ashamed of us before His 
Father. Paul says, in 2 Cor. 3:3, “... 
ye are manifestly declared to be the 
epistle of Christ .. .” An epistle is 
a letter or something one has written 
for the good of another. Every true be- 
liever is an expression of the character 
and mind of Christ. What is the use 
of a letter if it cannot be understood? 
Some professing Christians are dif- 
ficult to read, but a true believer is 
easily distinguished. 

Do we have the influence we should 
have as Christians? Jesus said, in His 
great Sermon on the Mount, “Ye are 
the salt of the earth: but if the salt 
have lost his savour, wherewith shall 
it be salted? It is thenceforth good for 
nothing, but to be cast out, and to be 
trodden under foot of men.” Salt is 
a preservation. It prevents corruption 
and spoilage of food. A little salt will 
go a long way, for it is penetrating. 
When fresh meat is salted down, the 
salt works slowly but constantly into 
the meat, on down to the very bone. 
We do not see salt at its work, for 
it works silently, but we can trust its 
results. Salt is an indispensable ele-

ment; it is found in every home. Many 
homes that are destitute of luxuries 
contain a box of salt. 

We, as Christians, have an influence. 
It is true that Christian people may 
be in the minority many times, but 
what a powerful minority! The world 
is in a state of wickedness already, but 
think of the corrupted state it would be 
in if all the Christians were suddenly 
taken out. The Christian people, like 
salt, are constantly broadcasting the 
gospel to the lost people of the world. 
The influence of their lives is reach- 
ing out far and near. Perhaps many 
will never know the good they are do- 
ing while in this life, but there is a 
reward awaiting the faithful at the 
end of this age. Let us never lose that 
salty flavor of truth and right that 
is imparted to us from God. To keep 
our influence for God, we must con- 
tinually be obedient to the voice of 
God. We must be willing to serve Him 
in any capacity He might ask of us. If 
He asks some humble task, let us not 
shirk our duty even if others never 
view our work. 

A beautiful story is told of a king 
going into his garden. To his surprise 
he found his trees dying, his shrubs 
and flowers wilted. He asked the oak 
why it was dying, and the oak re- 
plied, “Because I cannot be tall like 
the pine.” He asked the pine why it 
was drooping, and it replied, “Because 
I cannot bear grapes like the vine.” 
He asked the vine why it was wilting, 
and it replied, “Because I cannot blos- 
som like the rose.” Then he came up- 
on the heartsease, blooming as fresh 
as ever. He asked why it was not 
wilting like the other things around it, 
and the heartsease replied, “I took it 
for granted that when you planted 
me here you wanted heartsease. If you 
had desired an oak or a vine, or a 
rose here, you would have planted 
such. Since you put me here, I de- 
cided to do the best I could to be 
what you want me to be. I am trying 
to be the best heartsease for you.” 
The king was greatly pleased with this 
plant. Many people in the Lord’s gar- 
den want to be something else than 
what the Lord intended them to be; 
but to receive the blessings God has 
for us we must obey His command, 
whether it be great or small. 

Let us examine our love. Love is a 
proof of discipleship, for Jesus said, 
“By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye had love for one 
for another.” Do we have perfect love? 
Remember it was love that caused the 
Father to give His Son, and love that 
caused the Son to give His life to re- 
deem lost and dying mankind. Christ 
is our great example of love. His love 
was a sacrificial love. It was an un- 
changing love, for He loved His own 
unto the end. His love was constrain- 
ing. It has a compelling force, and if 
heeded will cause a person to be saved. 
The world today is starving for love. 
Let us manifest a Christian love that 
will cause men to see Jesus in us 
and will stir them to accept this sal- 
vation. 

Let us examine our prayer life. Do 
we pray as often as we should? Jesus 
began His ministry by prayer. Many 
times He withdrew Himself from the 
multitude to talk to His Father. Some- 
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times He continued all night in prayer. 
If it was necessary for the Son of God 
to pray thus, how much more neces- 
sary it is for us. Prayer is the mightiest 
force known to man. God will move 
on His throne to answer the petition 
of a trusting child. It is no wonder the 
devil tries to hinder our prayer life. 
The men who have most fully illus- 
trated Christ in their character, and 
have most powerfully affected this 
world for Him, have been men who 


spent so much time with God as to. 


make it a notable feature in their 
lives. Wesley began prayer at four in 
the morning; he thought prayer was 
more his business than anything else. 
John Fletcher sometimes prayed all 
night. Luther had to have three hours

a day in prayer, two of these in the 
morning. Bishop Ken was with God 
before the clock struck three each 
morning. John Welch, Scottish preach- 
er, thought his day ill spent if he did 
not spend eight to ten hours in prayer. 
His wife would complain on hearing 
him up during the night, wrapped in 
a plaid shawl to keep himself warm, 
praying for his flock. Payson wore 
grooves in the boards where he prayed; 
his continuing great success is traced 
to his praying life. Judson impressed 
Burma for Christ, and it was through 
prayer that he did it. These men, 
mighty though they may have been 
in many ways, needed to spend much 
time with God. 

Let us live a life of service for God. 
A self-centered life is unworthy, but 
a self-forgetful life is noble and Christ- 
like. The Lord Jesus lived a self-for- 
getful life. He came not to be minis- 
tered unto, but to minister and to give 
His life a ransom for many. Service 
for others always ministers to person- 
al happiness. We do not need to pos- 
sess great wealth or great gifts to find 
a place to serve. The Lord will show 
us how and where to be helpful if 
we will rely upon Him for wisdom. 
These lines from A. B. Simpson’s poem 


should be.the petition of our hearts:

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False Doctrines 


A RADIO MESSAGE BY EVANGELIST BILLY SUNDAY MYERS 


(Continued from last week) 


Last week I named one or two false 
doctrines, and in this article I shall 
consider a few more. 


1. THE NO-DENOMINATION HER- 
ESY. Today you hear so many people 
yelping about not belonging to any 
denomination. Now the truth about 
these people is they are in a denomin- 
ation, but it is a “one-man affair.” 
They have a denomination all of their 
own. This little denomination may 
not consist of but one church, but 
that one church is just as much a de- 
nomination as if 10,000 churches were 
organized and operating under the 
same system. The word “denominate” 
means to identify one particular sys- 
tem by one certain name, and this is 
exactly what these little splinter 
groups do. So really, they are in a 
denomination whether they have 
scholarly balance enough to know it 
or not. 

Now of this most terrible heresy, 
the apostle Jude says, “These be they 
who separate themselves, sensual, hav- 
ing not the Spirit.” Notice what they 
do; they separate themselves. From 
what? From the general body or or- 
ganization of the church. “Come-out- 
ers” they are. And they say they come 
out in order to be free; but when you 
analyze their freedom, you find that 
they mean just this: “free to do as I 
please.” 

Solomon, in Prov. 18:1, explains it; 
it reads in the margin, “He that sep- 
arateth himself (i.e., leaves the gen- 
eral organization) seeketh according 
to his desire (that is, he wants his 
own way) and intermeddleth with 
every business.” See here, these 
“come-outers” want to boss the whole 
organization, and since they cannot 
do it, they yell “Give us freedom, give 
us freedom!” Then one gathers about 
himself a number of disciples who 

ossess the same spirit, runs out, 

uilds him a little “ONE-CHURCH 
DENOMINATION,” and sets himself 
up at the head of it like a king on a 
throne. Paul earmarks this “bunch,” 
in Acts 20:30, “Also of your own selves 
shall men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples after 
them.” The first thing these carnal 
leaders should do is go down to God’s 
altar, pray through to sky-blue holi- 
ness, then get up and go to school for 
ten years. 

Pray tell me, really, what is the redl 
design of this “come-outism”’? The 
Bible says, “Through covetousness 
they make merchandise of you”; i.e., 
they want everything for themselves. 
In these little “one-church,” “one- 
man” denominations the preacher 
can collect all the tithes and offer- 
ings from the people and pay none 
himself. He has no orphanages to 
support because his church owns 
none. He feels no responsibility to- 
ward foreign missions because his 
church has no missionary. organiza- 
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tion. And usually, the preacher holds 
the deed title to the church house, 
and if the people do not dance just 
right to his music he sells the church 
out from under them. This has hap- 
pened a thousand times over. 

Paul declared that things in the 
Old Testament were shadows of 
things to come in the New. The 
church under Moses was a general 
organization with special men or- 


dained to lead and guide it in the way ~ 


of the Lord. (And even the Campbell- 
ites teach that the “church in the 
wilderness” was a perfect type of the 
New Testament church—addendum to 
a radio message—BSM.) If the church 
under Moses .foreshadowed the organ- 
ization in the New, then the church 
is a general organization and not a 
“one-man affair.” The old covenant 
church had seventy men ordained to 
the oversight of it. Now notice, when 
Jesus came He selected His “seventy 
special disciples,” and separated them 
from the general laity. If you know 
anything at all about the Bible, you 
know that “seventy” is God’s govern- 
ment number. This simply means that 
Jesus selected His “special seventy” 
for the governmental oversight of the 
church under the new economy. Jesus 
organized His church with the new 
economy while He was upon earth, 
not after He went back to heaven, 
as some of these wiseacres teach who 
try to start everything at Pentecost. 

Listen, I want to tell you lay mem- 
bers something. When the Bible says, 
“Obey them that have the rule (or 
guide) over you,” it applies to your 
preacher as well as to you. Now how 
could this be unless you are in a gen- 
eral organization? In a “free-lance 
church” the preacher is the “big 
cheese,” telling his members to obey 
his orders and prescriptions, and he 
is the only one that has “freedom,” 
that is, to do as he pleases. The Bible 
speaks of two freedoms, “freedom in 
the Holy Spirit” and “freedom in the 
flesh.” The first of these is from above 
and gives us the right to do the whole 
will of God in our lives; the last is 
“free to act like the devil.” These 
“come-outers” possess the latter. 

Another terrible heresy that is now 
cursing this country is 

II. THE JESUS ONLY, OR UNITA- 
RIAN THEORY, which holds that 
Jesus Christ and God the Father are 
identically one and the same person. 
This forces them to say there was no 
such thing as the Son of God before 
His birth in the manger. The doctrine 
teaches a this: that the flesh of 
Jesus is the Son, while the inner soul 
of Jesus is the Father. They ‘tell us 
that God the Father came down, in- 
carnated Himself in human flesh, and 
then called His body His Son. Accord- 
ing to this, there was no Son of .God 
until the flesh of Christ came into 
being. (Just hold your peace for a 
few minutes, and we shall see about 
this, see what the Book has to say.) 
But first notice, these people are 


asked a question, “Does it not require 
two or more persons to carry on a 
conversation, to speak with each 
other? And do we not hear the Son 
speaking to His Father, and the Fa- 
ther answering the Son?” “Oh, that 
is easy to answer,” they say; “you see 
it is like this: When the Son speaks 
to the Father, it is the flesh of Jesus 
speaking to His own inner soul; and 
when the Father speaks to the Son, it 
is the inner soul of Christ talking to 
His own outer flesh.” More amusin 

than pulling rabbits from the hat, bu 

this is exactly what they teach, for 
one of their own preachers, who was 
supposed to be one of their best, told 
me this personally. To this same 
preacher I said, “Will you answer a 
few questions for me, sir?” “I shall be 
glad to,” was the reply. I said, “When 
the Son speaks to the Father, does 
that mean it is the flesh of Jesus 
speaking to His own inner spirit?” He 
answered in the affirmative. Then I 
asked, “If that is the case, will you 
please answer a question on John 17:5? 
—Jesus speaking to His Father, says, 
‘And now, O Father, glorify thou me 
...’” I said, “Was that the flesh of 
Jesus speaking to His own inner self?” 
He quickly answered, “It most cer- 
tainly was.” “And the rest of the verse 
says, ‘Glorify thou me with the glory 
I (the flesh) had with thee before 
the world was.’ Do you mean here 
that the flesh of Jesus existed before 
the world was?” The poor spiritual 
pauper said, “I can’t explain it, but 
I still believe Jesus is His own Father,” 
My Lord and my God! That’s worse 
than the old song “I’m My Own 
Grandpa.” 

Someone will surely say, “Preacher, 
explain that verse which says Jesus 
had glory with the Father before the 
world.” I will. Christ was the eternal 
Son of God. Nineteen hundred and 
fifty years ago this Son of God came 
to earth and took up His abode in 
human flesh. Jesus, speaking to His 
Father, said, “A body hast thou pre- 
pared me,” Heb. 10:5. When Jesus 
said, “Glorify me with the glory I had 
with thee before the world was,” it 
was the eternal Son of God using the 
instrument of His body and saying to 
His Father, “I had glory with thee 
from eternity, before you clothed me 
with a body.” To say that this was the 
flesh of Jesus speaking would mean 
that Christ had a fleshly body from 
eternity. There is no way on earth to 
get around it; it was the eternal Son 
of God addressing His Father, say-, 
ing, “I had glory with thee before the 
world was,” proving infallibly that 
Christ was a personality separate and 
distinct from the person of the Father. 
WAS CHRIST THE ETERNAL SON 
OF GOD? DOES THE BIBLE CALL 
CHRIST GOD’S SON BEFORE HIS 
BIRTH OR RATHER HIS INCARNA- 
TION IN HUMAN FLESH? The “Jesus 
Only” answer, “No, nothing but the 
body of Jesus can be called the Son, 
and inasmuch as the body of Christ 
did not exist previous to His incarna- 
tion, there was no Son of God in the 
Old Testament.” They will quickly 
tell you that there was no such thing

During the last six months of 1950, some 


19,500 Americans died in traffic accidents, An- 
other 625,000 were injured. 

In comparison, some 6,200 eye men were 
killed in Korea, 7,000 listed missing and 

25,000 wounded in the same “ported. Tragic 
ies these, but at least they represent the 
sum total of sacrifices for a purpose. The 
vastly greater number of lives lost in traf- 
fic represents only the ghastly sacrifice to 
human carelessness, a needless drain on hu- 
man resources at a time when the nation 
needs every man jack of us to survive. 

When are we going to wake up to the 
fact that enemies of America couldn’t wish 
for a finer agent than our own heedlessness 
provides?—Chattanooga Times.

This year came in at a definite 
disadvantage. From churches and pul- 
pits all over our nation have come ut- 
terances to this effect, “1951 will be 
one of the most crucial and trying 
years of our time.” This year has been 
labeled by many as the year when 
communist aggression will keep gain- 
ing momentum until it has involved 
the whole world in another war. It 
has been noted by most of our minis- 
ters that subducive powers of evil are 
greater today than ever before. Most 
of these sayings’ are true, and the ma- 
jority of our pessimism is justified; 
but above all the rumors and signs of 
war, above all the disdainful cries of 
infidels and unbelievers, above the 
sobs of our bereaved mothers whose 
sons are even now dying on the bat- 
tlefield, above the dismaying cries of 
the once enlightened Christian who 
seems to have lost all hope, resound 
these encouraging words from Isaiah 
41:10, “Fear thou not; for I am with 
thee; be not dismayed; for I am thy 
God: I will strengthen thee; yea, I 
will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my righteous- 
ness.” 

This year can be the greatest 
ever, for God’s work, if we, as the 
youth of Texas, will do our part in 
promoting every phase of the work of 
God and the Church. We can have 
more people attending our churches, 


more people kneeling at our altars, 
and a greater number accepting Christ, 
if we will be determined not to let our 
Christian experience be molested and 
hampered by the trend of the age.

as the Son of God when the world 
was made. 

I will now annihilate this fatal 
dogma, world without end. Simply 
read with me Heb. 1:1, 2: “God, who 
at sundry times and in divers man- 
ners spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by his Son, 
whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom (that is, by His Son) 
also he made the worlds.” Now the 
truth has come to light. The Scrip- 
ture before you plainly says, “God by 
his Son made the worlds.” This puts 
both God and His Son back at crea- 
tion. The Bible, in Col. 1:19, tells us, 
“It pleased the Father that in Christ 
should all fulness dwell.” This simply 
means that the Father invested His 
Son with the fulness of His wisdom, 
power, and glory. But the “Jesus Only” 
people ask, “When did the Father in- 
vest Christ wth this fulness?” They 
say it was AFTER His incarnation, not 
BEFORE. They are wrong; God in- 
vested Christ with this fulness before 
the world was, because Christ creat- 
ing the worlds is put in Col. 1:16-19 as 
the evidence of this fulness. 

In the analysis of the text, allow 
me to ask Paul a few questions: “Paul, 
what proof can you give that the 
Father has invested in His Son all 
fulness?” Paul answers: “Just this: By 
him were all things created, that are 
in heaven, and that are in earth, vis- 
ible and invisible, whether they be 
thrones, or dominions, or principali- 
ties, or powers: all things were creat- 
ed by him and for him: and he is be- 
fore all things, and by him all things 
consist.” O God, this most awful her- 
esy that denies the eternity of Christ’s 
sonship does nothing but frustrate, 
sow discord, divide, and scatter the 
unity of God’s people, and send them 
down to a deep, dark, dismal hell. 

Another point this false doctrine 
holds is this: It says “God is not a 
PERSONALITY.” They say, “Only the 
flesh and body of Jesus can be called 
a person.” But Heb. 1:3 tells us that 
“Christ is the express image of the 
Father’s person.” An image is not the 
real thing in question, but rather its 
likeness. This verse tells us plainly 
that Christ is not the person of the 
Father, but is His exact likeness. This 
explains the words of Jesus, “He that 
has seen me has seen the Father,” not 
the person of the Father, “for no man 
has seen God at any time” (John 
1:18), but rather His exact likeness. I 
might logically say, “He that has seen 
John, Jr., has seen John, Sr.” I mean 
by this that Junior is the exact like- 
ness of his father, but I didn’t say that 
he and his father are the same person. 

What these people really need is to 
get them a good dictionary. They will 
say, “God is not a person but a spirit.” 
They are telling us here that a spirit 
being could not be a personality. Oh, 
how they need to get them a good 
dictionary! The angels are paid to be 
spirits, but they are personalities with 
parts and passions, and a centralized 
location. They have eyes with which 
to see, and ears with which to hear. 
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The Bible also calls man a spirit, and 
when his body is dead and dissolved 
in the dust, the man will continue to 
be a perfect entity. Paul said, “Wheth- 
er in the body or out of the body I 
know not.”-This proves that man as 
a spirit being may be in the body or 
he may be out of his body: and it 
shows that when disembodied he con- 
tinues a perfect entity. Man out of 
his body is still a man, still a person. 


You can easily see what these folk 
do; they define the word “spirit” to 
mean “influence.” And they seem to 
think God is a mere influence that 
fills all space like the air. Such non- 
sense! It is true that the influence 
that proceeds from God fills the uni- 
verse, but God Himself is a personal 
Being who sits upon a throne. Listen 
to what Jesus said: “Take heed that 
ye despise not one of these little ones; 
for I say unto you, That in heaven 
their angels do always behold the face 
of my Father which is in heaven.” 
Now of this observe: When Jesus 
uttered these words, His Father was 
in heaven, and His Father possessed 
a face, a face that could be seen ever 
and anon by the angels. Now notice 
the absurdity of “Jesus Only” doc- 
trine. It holds that there was no God 
on the throne in heaven for thirty- 
three years, i.e., while Christ was up- 
on earth. Let all who believe heaven 
was without the personality of God for 
thirty-three years stand on your head. 
While in Birmingham, Ala., one of 
these preachers wrote me a _ letter 
and asked, ‘Didn’t Jesus say, ‘I and 
my Father are one’?” I answered, 
“Yes, but Jesus did not say, ‘I and my 
Father are one ‘person.’ The Bible 
also says that man and wife shall be 
one flesh, but that doesn’t mean that 


two people walk araund in the same 
body.” The Bible often speaks of unity, 
the perfect unity, existing between 
Jesus and the Father, but never does 
the Bible say that they are the same 
person.
